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Oklahoma Wins First Prize In National Play Contest 


By the unanimous decision 
of the committee of judges, 
the Indian play, “Nelagony; 
or Good Water,” submitted by 
the Pawhuska High School, 
Pawhuska, Okla., was award- 
ed the first prize. Pawhuska 
is in the heart of the Osage 
Indian country, and the play 
deals with a situation which 
has a real public health signifi- 
cance. -It is interesting that 
the state health officer is plan- 
ning to have the play given in 
different parts of Oklahoma 
where he feels the need of 
stimulating interest in typhoid 
immunization. In the opinion 
of the judges the play contains, 
in addition to a clear and em- 
phatic health message, a touch 
of real dramatic beauty. 

Anemone Pemberton, a jun- 
ior in the Pawhuska High 
School, is the author of the 
play. The music for the songs 
was composed in the music 
department of the school. Sev- 
eral members of the Osage 
tribe helped to keep the atmos- 
phere of the performance true 
to the traditions of their 
people by lending costumes 
and blankets, and beating the 
drum and singing for the 
dance of the medicine man. 

There are two points worthy of 
note in comparing the contests of this 
and last year. One is the high per- 
centage of plays submitted this year 
from schools who entered the contest 
last year. The schools who tried it

once seemed to feel that the contest 
was worth while. The second point, 
the superior quality of the plays sub- 
mitted this year, both as to dramatic 
construction and health message, 
bears a relation to the first and makes 
us think that the contest has proven 
itself of educational value. From 
many quarters comes the statement 
that more schools would have entered 
had the notice of the contest been re- 
ceived earlier, and we are glad to 
know that several of the state associa- 
tions are planning to promote next 
year’s contest through the summer 
schools this year. 

The remarkably successful publicity 
achieved by the Massachusetts League 
was one of the features of the contest 
this year. The three best plays in 
that state were given at the Copley 
Theatre in Boston and attracted much 
public attention.

Child Health Education

Wyoming’s Successful 
School Hygiene Ques- 


tionnaire 


The summary of achievements in 
child health education in various parts 
of the country published in the June 
Bulletin has brought several interest- 
ing letters from state associations tell- 
ing us of their activities in this field. 
Especially interesting is that from 
Wyoming. There a questionnaire 
covering the main points in school hy- 
giene has been sent out by the tuber- 
culosis association. So encouraging 
has been the response from teachers 
in filling out and returning them that 
it has put the association in possession 
of more complete information in re- 
gard to sanitary conditions in the 
schools than was before available any- 
where in the state. 

In several instances county school 
superintendents have written to the 
office of the tuberculosis association 
for information as to the sanitary 
condition of their schools. Any of the 
delegates to the Atlantic City confer- 
ence who were fired by Miss Thomas’ 
account of her survey of rural schools 
in Kentucky to undertake a similar 
one, will do well to write to Miss 
Dobbin for a copy of the Wyoming 
questionnaire. 

In the special work for under- 
weight children carried on by the 
Wyoming Association the plan 
worked out by Miss Dobbin several 
years ago, for showing the correlation 
between physical and mental improve- 
ment in the children, has been con- 
tinued. The “Grade and Weight 
Card” used for the children in these 
classes shows the mental gain in points 
(taken from the child’s academic 
school record) and the physical gain 
in pounds, and an attempt is also 
made to show the relation between 
the substitution of milk for tea and 
coffee and physical and mental gain. 


Students Visit TB. Labora- 
tory for Lesson 


The Vanderburgh County Tuber- 
culosis Association of Indiana has 
launched a new project in its educa- 
tional campaign. An arrangement 
was recently made with the superin- 
tendent of the Boehne Sanatorium to 
conduct laboratory classes so that 
high-school pupils may have an op- 
portunity to get a direct lesson regard- 
ing the tubercle bacillus. 

This is a splendid idea for enlarg- 
ing on the health education work in 
high schools. Laboratory work is a 
required study for most pupils and a 
close acquaintance with the germ that 
causes tuberculosis should be as inter- 
esting as any other laboratory work. 
A short talk preceding the lesson on 
the romantic discovery of the germ 
by Robert Koch would undoubtedly 
add human interest to the undertak- 


ing. 


Mississippi Hygiene Course 
for High School Pupils 


The Mississippi State Board of 
Health has awarded a certificate to 
students who completed a hygiene 
course in the Vicksburg High School. 
The course was given by a public 
health nurse, following an outline 
prepared by the state health depart- 
ment. In addition to stressing pre- 
vention of disease and the principles 
of health teaching, the work included 
practical instruction in the home care 
of the sick and the care of infants. 

The Parent-Teacher Association 
contributed much of the equipment, 
while the manual training department 
in the high schools made blocks to 
raise the bed and a bedside table to 
help demonstrate home care of the 
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sick. Other students gave a health 
play and raised funds to buy needed 
suppplies. 

The course has aroused consider- 
able interest in the community, and. 
enough money has been contributed 
to bring back the nurse for a second 
course. At the closing exercises the 
certificates signed by the state health 
officer were awarded with much cere- 
mony before an audience of seven 
hundred persons. 


Maryland Players Raise 
Preventorium Funds 


For the benefit of Miracle House, 
the preventorium of the Maryland 
Tuberculosis Association, the Home- 
wood Play Shop Players of Johns 
Hopkins University recently con- 
ducted a tour on the eastern shore of 
the state. The tour was planned and 
carried out by the Maryland Tuber- 
culosis Association. 

The Players produced 26 different 
plays, including “The Truth,” by 
Clyde Fitch. The advertising secured 
for the program practically financed 
the trip for the cast and others who 
went with them. The publicity, ac- 
cording to Mr. G. T. Evans, Pub- 
licity Manager for the Maryland As- 
sociation, was a “knock-out.” Several 
columns of newspaper publicity were 
secured. As a result of this trip sev- 
eral of the other counties are asking 
for similar benefits. The players con- 
tributed their services. About $350 
was realized from the two perform- 
ances at Salisbury.

At the National Conference of So- 
cial Work in Cleveland, Chio, the 
National Tuberculosis Association ar- 
ranged a Question Box Luncheon, 
which was attended by 43 tubercu- 
losis workers. The Health Section, 
which is division III of the National 
Conference of Social Work, held five 
programs with an average attendance 
of about 190 persons. Section officers 
elected for the following year are:

For ten years Mr. Lapp was director 
of the Legislative Reference Bureau 
in Indiana and more recently con- 
ducted a survey of social insurance for 
the state of Ohio and served as editor 
of the Nation’s Health.

Community Health Film 
Re-Issued 


“The High Road” is the title of a 
two-reel film produced for the Wo- 
man’s Foundation for Health and the 
Y. W. C. A. by Carlyle Ellis, which 
deals with disease prevention and 
wholesome recreation for young peo- 
ple. The film was made several 
years ago as a three-reel feature but 
is now re-issued in the shorter length. 

It is the story of young Edith 
Meade who returns to her home town 
after a year spent in New York. To 
the dismay of her friends, her ward- 
robe, instead of being full of Fifth 
Avenue clothes, contains knickers, 
shoes for hiking, a tennis racquet and 
boxing gloves. The flappers of the 
town prefer a spin in a car with their 
young men friends to athletic work, 
but Edith’s charm and good fellow- 
ship win over first the boys and 
smaller children, and then the girls. 
Industrial workers are included in her 
health program, and eventually a 
health center is started in the town of 
Sheraton. 

The picture is very good from the 
point of view of health education as 
well as from that of production.

Ohio Association Cele- 
brates 25th Anniversary 


At its annual meeting held on June 
12 the Ohio Public Health Associa- 
tion celebrated its twenty-fifth anni- 
versary. 

Twenty-five years ago the organi- 
zation was known as the Ohio Society 
for the Prevention of Tuberculosis, 
and some of the great pioneers in 
the anti-tuberculosis campaign were 
among its first members. At the an- 
niversary meeting a brief history was 
read of the development of tubercu- 
losis work in Ohio. It was illustrated 
with pictures of the men and women 
who had prominent parts in that 
work. 

Among those present at the meet- 
ing were C. O. Probst, Columbus, 
Secretary of the State Board of 
Health from 1886 to 1911 and the 
founder of the Ohio Society for the 
Prevention of Tuberculosis. Others 
present were Dr. Linsly R. Williams, 
Managing Director of the National 
Tuberculosis Association ; Dr. Charles 
J. Hatfield, Philadelphia, Pa., and 
Dr. Stephen A. Douglass, former su- 
perintendent of the State Sanatorium 
at Mount Vernon, O.
